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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/10/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to claims 1-14, applicant argues that the method of making the heating 
device, i.e. by insert molding the heating means in contact with the thermal mass, should be 
given patentable "consideration as traditional product characteristics" in a product-by-process 
claim. The examiner disagrees with the applicant's assertion that the "insert molded" limitation 
distinguishes over the prior art, and therefore does not warrant "consideration as traditional 
product characteristics". With respect to claims 15-18, the applicant states that the examiner is 
incorrect in applying the same reasoning to the claims to a method of heating a fluid. The 
applicant argues that the method step of "insert molding" is germane to the issue of patentability 
of a method claim. Again the examiner disagrees. Although it is recognized that traditionally all 
steps in a method claim are given consideration, since claims 15-18 are directed to a method of 
heating a fluid, and NOT a method of making a fluid heater, the step of insert molding the 
heating means in the thermal mass does not distinguish the claimed method ofheatin2 a fluid 
from the prior art.
